THE LAST TRIBUTE. 


The Romaina of the Late Vio«w 
President Followed to the Tomb 


by Thousands of Mourners. 


ImpressiTC Services Held in the 


Cbnrch Where in Life He Wor- 


shiped His Maker. 


Hie Pastor's Eloquent Oration—An Im- 


posing Parade-Elegant Floral Dig- 


play—The Interment 


LAID TO BEST. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. a—The mor- 


tal remnina of Thomas A. Hendricks, the 
fifili Vice-President of the United States 
to die during his term of cilice, were con- 
veyed to the tom b yesterday. The event was 
made memorable, in many respects, by the 
presence of a tremendous concourse of peo- 
ple from all parts of the Satiou to witness 
the simple rites which preceded their inter- 
ment Tlia business life of the city WHS 
entirely suspended. The clergy, without 
resjiect to sect, joined In the obsequies, and 
Hie tx-lla of allthecliureiies tolled a requiem. 


Tlio H irly morning tinins on all the rail- 


ways brought delegations from the National 
capital :md all the leading cities of the 
Union, together witli an influx of people 
from all the interior cities and hamlets of 
Eastern Indiana and Illinois. 


The Cabinet was represented by Secre- 


tary of State Bayard, Secretary of the In- 
terior Ijimar, Secretary of the Xavy Whit- 
ney, Secretary of War Endicbtt and 1'ost- 
uiaster-General Vilas.

most notable representation of the designs 
in tloweis wan that of the log-cabin in 
which .Mr. Hemlocks was bora in Ohio. 
It stood at the head of his coffined re- 
mains, and was the work of ladies ot 
Slielbyville. where Mr. Hendricks former- 
ly lived. It was six feet in length aud 
four in height, 
Its sides composed of 


calla lilies. hyac.nlUo, carnations and roses. 
The roof was of English ivy and smilax, 
and the chimney of red and white carna- 
tions. 
On one side of the miniature struc- 


ture lu purple i.iii.iiiitelles was the inscrip- 
tion, "The Home-o: My Boyhood," .tint be- 
neath '•Slielbyville," 
On the end of the 


cabin was pendant a black satin banner 
bearing in letters of gold, "God's finger

Perhaps 


the. most thoughtful and touching tribute 
^\as the simple wreath from the little vil- 
lage of Fultonhaw. 0,, where Mr. llen- 
dricks was born. It was placed 0" the 
casket and alongside were cast tlie inoro 
rare and brilliant products of the White 
House conservatories, received from Miss 
Cleveland. 


At nine o'clock Mrs. Heudneks entered 


the room for her last leave-taking, accom- 
panied only by her brother and Mrs. Mor- 
gau. The ordeal was most trying, and the 
desolate worn >n seemed to be utterly pros- 
trated. Clinging to the last to the clay so 
soon to bo hidden forever from her view, 
and impressed with the placid and life-like 
appearance of the dead, she desired to pre- 
serve 
this 
last scene, and 
so, late 


as it was, she sent for a photographer 
to take 
a 
picture 
of 
the 'casket. 


Before he arrived delegations from dis- 
tant cities began to come, and were admit- 
ted to pass through and view the remains.

When the speaker had concluded, Jlrs. 


Dover, of Chicago, sang "Hock of Ages." 
Tlie dead statesman had »ome time ago, 
while on a visit to Chicago, heard this lady 
sing the grand, old hymn, ami was sodeeply 
impressed with her rendition that he made 
a personal request of her that if living she 
would sing it at Ijis funeral.

The funeral-car occupied a central posi- 
tion in the second of the fot-.r grand divis- 
ions. 


The line of procession was divided into 


four grand divisions, as follows: 


Fir.st Division—State military companies, 
marching independently, all the otlicers de- 
mounted, the liusen Zouaves, of St. Lo.iis- 
being the only company appearing in the line 
from outside the State. 
Second Division—Funeral car, followed by 


thirty feet high and seven feet at the base. 
It was erected three years ago, when Mr. 
Hendricks was 
deemed to be in fail- 


ing health. The lot contains the stave of 
Morgan Hendricks, the only child "born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Hendricks, who died in 
1851 
in 
his third year. This grave 


was completely embedded 
in

Hendricks is a counterpart of a mausoleum, 
having boen encased completely in stone. 
Looking into the open grave to the view 
there was only a bed of evergreens, sniilax 
and cut flowers, the stone inclosure having 
been lined with these beautiful emblems. 


When the hearse had halted near the lol 


the casket was borne to the grave. 
The 


venerable Bishop Knickerbocker preceded 
it and read a few verses for the dead, and 
after the lowering of the casket Kev. D. 
Jenckes read the committal services, the 
bishop closing with prayer and benediction. 
Only the widow and her supporters ap- 
proached the grave, the remaining multi- 
tude standing on", silent spectators.
